York’s best known breed- 

ing establishments—a farm 
consisting of some three thou- 
sand of Erie County’s fertile 
acres, with a beautiful and 
conveniently arranged layout 
of buildings, part of which are 
pictured on following page. 
The grounds, which do not 
show in this picture—a rear 
view—are attractively land- 
scaped and beautifully kept 
up, but with an air of business 
efficiency pervading the place 
which makes it more than just 
a show place. This is the set- 
ting for what is now the out- 
standing Holstein herd in the 
Empire State, which may seem 
like a strong statement but 
which is fully justified when 
we consider what the herd 
has accomplished in the past 
decade in official and semi- 
official work and in the lead- 
ing show rings of the country. 
It was in 1901 that Harry 
Yates, who was then and still 
is a prominent figure in the 


N° far from Buffalo can 


business life of Buffalo, pur- 
chased a 400-acre farm near 
Orchard Park, New York, 


where he established a herd of 
registered Guernseys to supply 
milk and other dairy products F 
for the Hotel Lafayette in Buffalo, of which Mr. Yates is 
one of the principal owners. By 1910 he had become con- 
vinced of the superiority of the Holstein-Friesian as a 
milk producing machine and he accordingly closed out his 
Guernsey interests and started building a Holstein herd. 
Foundation females were selected with considerable care 
from a number of good herds all over New York as well 
as in New Jersey and New England. As herd sires, Mr. 
Yates purchased King Segis Beets 3d and Pietertje Hen- 
gerveld Segis 6th, who were later succeeded by Rex Pon- 
tiac, with King Valdessa Korndyke as junior sire. During 
the next few years a comprehensive official testing pro- 
gram was started and maintained, the herd was increased 
in size and the farm was also increased by the purchase 
of adjoining property until today it consists of three thou- 
Send acres with a herd of upwards of 180 head of regis- 
tered Holsteins. Long time testing was started in a small 
way in 1920, and although at first this form of testing was

unpopular at Yates Farms it 
is now the only kind done 
there, short time work having 
been recently discontinued. 

In November, 1920, Fred M. 
Nichols came to Yates Farms 
to take charge of the calf barn 
where he soon attracted the 
attention of the owner, so 
much so in fact that the fol- 
lowing winter, when the herd 
superintendent, T. M. Adams, 
was forced to resign because 
of ill health, Nichols was 
offered the job. The Yates- 
Nichols combination proved to 
be a most effective one. Mr. 
Nichols is a natural cow man 
with a genius for organization 
and for getting things done 
and with the ability to carry 
out Mr. Yates’ constructive 
ideas as well as to advance 
plenty of his own for the 
building of a great breeding 
establishment. 

About the 
Nichols’ arrival at Yates 
Farms, Mr. Yates was begin- 
ning to get interested in the 
Posch and Abbekerk lines of 
breeding as developed by the 
late Alfred E. Hulet and other 
Canadian breeders. Shortly 
before this he had purchased 
Count Paul Posch—registered 
in Canada as Count Paul C. 
; Posch—having been attracted 
to him by his own show ring winnings as a two-year-old 
in the 1919 shows, winning first at the Canadian National 
and second at the National Dairy Show; and also by the 
type, production and proven reproduction of the three 
dams that supply 874%4% of his blood. His own dam, Paul- 
ine Colanthus Posch, then nearing the end of her long and 
useful life.as a producer and breeding matron, having just 
made a 32-lb. record at twelve years old, following a 31-lb. 
record at eleven years, 34 lbs. at nine years and other 
good records at earlier ages. The sire’s dam, Belle Abbe- 
kerk, a great transmitting 25-lb. cow and recognized as 
one of Canada’s most perfect type matrons, was also pur- 
chased by Mr. Yates. The grandsire’s dam was none other 
than May Echo Sylvia herself. 

Count Paul Posch is known as the foundation sire of 
the present Yates herd, notwithstanding the fact that 
he was in service there only about a year before he was 
unfortunately lost. During this year of service, however, 


time of Fred 
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Mr. Yates was able to. get sev- 
eral sons from large record dams 
in the Yates herd to carry on the 
work which the sire had started and 
he also purchased another son, Count 
Paul Echo Posch, who was also out 
of Pauline Colanthus Posch—a case 
of a dam mated with her own son. 
He also purchased another son of 
this great foundation cow, King Paul 
Pontiac Echo, sired by Avon Pontiac 
Echo, one of the greatest sons of May 
Echo Sylvia, thus giving him the 
services of three sons of Pauline Co- 
lanthus Posch, whose blood can now 
be found in a large percentage of the 
herd. Mr. Yates purchased as many 
as possible of the available daughters 
of Count Paul Posch, which with the 
daughters of his own breeding and a 
few others which remained in Canada 
have made a wonderful showing for 
production and type. One of these 
daughters in the Yates herd is now 
on year test and making a 1,000-lb. 
record and many others have come 
very close to that figure in heifer 
form. His daughters developed in 
other herds include Countess Abbe- 
kerk Hiemke (1,376 lbs:), who was 
Reserve All-American aged cow in 
1925 and whose death during the sea- 
son of 1926 robbed her of a possible 
second All-American mention. 


Other purchases of foundation ani- 
mals for the Yates herd included 
daughters and granddaughters’ of 
Prince Colanthus Abbekerk, who is a 
grandson of Pauline Colanthus Posch 
through her 31-lb. daughter. This 
sire is the only bull developed «in 
Canada to have six 1,000-lb. daugh- 
ters. He also has six Gold Medal 
daughters and many others. that 
would have a Gold Medal rating were 
they still available for scoring. He 
has also sired many outstanding show 
ring champions including Oakhurst 
Colantha Abbekerk (1,326 lbs.), who 
was All-American aged cow 1927 and 
Reserve in 1926. Another wonderful 
daughter is the twice 1,400-lb. cow, 
Lady Roberts Colantha. It is in- 
teresting to learn that Mr. Yates once 
had the deal clinched to buy this 
great cow, but lost out when her own- 
er received a somewhat higher offer 
from Japan. Other allied lines of 
breeding such as the Faforits and the 
Ladogas have contributed greatly in 
the building of the present Yates 
herd, these including the 1,100-lb. dam 
of Lady Roberts Colantha, who is still 
a member of the herd at almost 
fifteen years old. He also has in the 
herd a heifer out of the World’s Rec- 
ord daughter of Lady Roberts Colan- 
tha. This heifer has just freshened 
as a three-year-old and is milking up 
to 98 lbs. a day on year test. If she

makes even 900 lbs. butter, she will 
complete a four generation group that 
will have the World’s Record, and her 
baby daughter may some day- set a 
new mark for five generations of pro- 
ducers. 

Yates Farms Records 

Today Mr. Yates is recognized as 
the only breeder in the world to bring 
out two different cows that have each 
made two records above 1,000 lbs. fat; 
and to clinch the argument, each of 
these cows has made three records 
averaging over 1,000 lbs. fat. The 
first of these is Anna Lenox De Kol 
2d, who was one of the first cows Mr. 
Yates ever tested, she making a 29- 
lb. junior three-year-old record way 
back in 1913. She came back with a 
31-lb. four-year-old record, another 29- 
lb. record at five years and another 
30-lb. record at eight years. When 
she freshened again at nine years and 
made a 35-lb. record from 755 lbs. 
milk, with a correspondingly good 
thirty-day record, she was put on year 
test and finished with 1,341.63 lbs. 
butter from 29;162.7 lbs. milk. She 
freshened again about a month after 
the close of this record and made an- 
other year record of 1,192.05 lbs. but- 
ter from 25,143.4 lbs. milk as a ten- 
year-old and then after a brief rest 
freshened again in twelve-year-old 
form making a 36-lb. seven-day record 
and another 1,300-lb. butter record— 
1,367.58 lbs. butter from 28,646.3 Ibs. 
milk—which still stands as the largest 
butter record ever made by a twelve- 
year-old cow. 

The other 1,000-lb. fat repeater at 
Yates Farms is 'Canary Posch Nether- 
land, a cow of Canadian breeding, who 
made 1,246 lbs. at eight years, 1,289 
lbs. at ten years and 1,319.15 lbs. but- 
ter from 30,074.9 lbs. milk at eleven 
years. She is soon due to freshen 
again in fifteen-year-old form and has 
two sons in service in the herd. An- 
other 1,000-lb. fat record at Yates 
Farms was made by Lulu Wayne of 
Annfield, another Canadian bred cow 
with 1,373.65 lbs. butter from 26,302.4 
lbs. milk and a fourth member of the 
herd is now just finishing a record 
that will probably be over 1,000 lbs. 


fat and certainly over 30,000 Ibs. 
milk. 
Since they first started long-time 


work in 1920, Yates Farms have made 
from two to six 1,000-lb. butter rec- 
ords each year, giving them a total 
of thirty-one 1,000-lb. records of 
which eighteen are above 1,100 Ibs. 
butter, nine above 1,200 lbs. butter 
and five above 1,000 lbs. fat, with 
other great records now in progress. 
During this period they have made at 
Yates Farms 61 year records that 
average 1,029.36 lbs. butter from 23,- 
919.9 lbs. milk, this including every

record that has been made at the 
farms with the exception of a few 
for 305 days or less. 

Although short time testing hag 
now been discontinued at Yates 
Farms in favor of semi-official work, 
they have in the past made a number 
of large seven-day records, which in 
recent years have usually been made 
in connection with long-time records, 
One of the most sensational of their 
seven-day records is that of Faforit 
Pietje Posch Mercedes, who _ broke 
and still holds the New York State 
Record for seven days’ milk with 8481 
Ibs. She was continued on year test, 
producing 26,233.7 lbs. in 270 days, 
when she died following an inocula- 
tion against shipping fever just as she 
was getting ready for the show eir- 
cuit. In a previous lactation she had 
made over 1,100 lbs. butter. 

Show Ring Winnings 

Yates Farms started showing in a 
big way in 1922 when they first sent 
a show herd to their state fair at 
Syracuse, where they had_ grand 
champion bull, first prize senior year- 
ling heifer, first prize Young Herd, 
Calf Herd and Produce and _ second 
prize Get of Sire on the Get of Count 
Paul Posch, as well as taking second 
prize Exhibitor’s Herd and _ other 
prizes. The first prize Erie County 
herd at that show was made up large- 
ly of the Yates exhibit and other ani- 
mals of Yates breeding owned by 
neighboring breeders. 

In 1923 at New York State Fair 
they had first and second aged bull, 
first, together with senior and grand 
championship, going to Count Paul 
Echo Posch; and second going to the 
1922 grand champion, Prince Colan- 
thus Abbekerk S. They also had first 
in two other bull classes, two firsts, 
three seconds and two thirds in the 
female classes and six firsts and a 
second in groups, also winning the 
award for largest and best exhibit of 
Holsteins which they have won sev- 
eral times since at this show. 


At the 1924 New York State Fair 
there was considerable out of state 
competition with Hargrove & Arnold 
of Iowa, Pinery Farms and Karl Nims 
of Ohio and Osborndale Farm of Con- 
necticut present with strong strings. 
In the face of this competition, the 
Yates string won a first and two sec- 
onds in the bull classes, a first and 
four seconds in the female classes and 
two firsts and one second in groups, a8 
well as a number of thirds and lesser 
prizes. 

In 1925 there were full show herds 
present from nine different states 
with eight County Herds from New 
York State. Yates Farms had five 
firsts, four seconds and two thirds 
and again contributed the bulk of the 
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winning county herd in a_ wonderful 
class of eight entries. The famous 
1,168-lb. cow, K. M. D. K. S. ‘Colantha, 
who in the following years was to 
win notable honors for both produc- 
tion and type, was first prize A. R. 
cow, bred and owned in New York 
State. 

A new feature of the New York 
State Fair of 1926 was a three-day 
production contest open to all breeds, 
sponsored by Alasa Farms, a Milking 
Shorthorn establishment which offer- 
ed a $1,000 trophy for perpetual com- 
petition. Five dairy breeds were rep- 
resented in the competition but first 
honors went to the Yates Farms Hol- 
stein, K. M. D. K. S. Colantha, men- 
tioned above. She had been milking 
since the preceding February, so her 
winning over fresh cows of all breeds 
is.the more remarkable. One of Mr. 
Yates’ most highly prized ,ossessions 
is a certificate from the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America given 
him in recognition of this feat. She 
clinched the matter by again winning 
the cup in 1927. 

In addition to this honor, the Yates 
herd brought out both grand cham- 
pions of the show in 1926. Count 
Paul Echo Posch winning this honor 
for the second time, had first and 
second Get of Sire on the Gets of 
Count Paul Posch and Count Korn- 
dyke Posch; first and second in the 
bull calf class: first, third and fourth

for aged cows; first and second three- 
year-old heifers; first, fourth and 
sixth two-year-old; first heifer calf; 
second in both yearling heifer 
classes; first in six of the seven group 
classes, having no entry in the year- 
ling herd class. 

Following this outstanding clean- 
up, the Yates herd went on to Mary- 
land State Fair, where it won the 
Premier Exhibitor award, again hav- 
ing both grand champions as well as 
eight firsts, including Get of Sire, also 
five seconds and four thirds. From 
there they went to the Sesquicenten- 
nial Exposition at Philadelphia, where 
the aged bull, Count Paul Echo 
Posch, who had been grand champion 
at the two preceding state fairs, was 
disqualified for lameness. The balance 
of the herd, however, made a good 
showing considering the stiffness of 
the competition, K M D K §S Colantha 
standing second to the grand cham- 
pion of the show who was later 
named All-American aged cow; Fa- 
forit Pontiac Echo, the New York and 
Maryland grand champion, standing 
second to the heifer that was after- 
wards named Reserve All-American 
four-year-old: and the Dairy Herd 
standing second to the unbeaten 
string from Billiwhack. The Yates 
herd also made a good showing at 
Eastern States Exposition, especially 
in the Advanced Registry classes, 
winning first in the junior division

and second in the senior division. One 
blue and a number of seconds and 
thirds were also won in the hot com- 
petition at Trenton that year, return- 
ing home from this strong circuit 
with a fine display of ribbons. 

Both in 1927 and 1928 the Yates 
herd again made extended Eastern 
circuits with considerable success, 
both times winning grand champion- 
ship at New York State Fair and 
other good shows with K MDK§ 
Colantha. The 1928 New York State 
Fair was probably the best Holstein 
show ever seen at that fair, the Yates 
Herd again winning the honor of 
largest and best exhibit, their ribbons 
including in addition to senior and 
grand championship for females, 
seven blues and seven others of third 
or better, another blue being won by 
a Yates-bred bull owned. by another 
New York breeder. 

The Yates Herd Today 

At present the Yates herd consists 
of about 180 head, a very large per- 
centage of which are descendants of 
Fauline Colanthus Posch, either 
through her son, Count Paul Posch or 
her maternal grandson, Prince Colan- 
thus Abbekerk. The herd now con- 
tains ten daughters of Count Paul 
Posch and a large number of his 
granddaughters. The senior sire is 
Count Korndyke Posch, several times 
a blue ribbon winner in State Fair

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Sterility in the bull is of great interest to the cattle 
breeder, but I am sorry to say that very little work has 
been done to determine the exact causes of the anomaly, 
which is a sequel produced by some type of inflammation. 
Many of the older practitioners have obtained the idea 
that all cases of this character in male animals are due 
to the Bacillus of Abortion, but this is not true. The 
lesions present after the animals are found sterile corres- 
pond to those produced by the pus forming organisms. 
This being the case one may conclude that too often the 
Bacillus of Abortion is considered the cause and further 
investigation is delayed, whereas if the examination had 
been completed the actual cause might have been de- 
termined and eliminated making the animal a producer 
instead of destroying him. 

The male sexual organs consist of the testicles, 
epididymis, Vas deferens, seminal vesicles, Cowpers glands 
and the penis. 

The epididymis is a continuation in structure of the 
testicle which is loosely attached to the latter establish- 
ing communication between the testicle and the Vas 
deferens. The Vas deferens carries the semen from the 
epididymis to the Ejaculatory duct which unites with the 
urethra. On each side of the Vas deferens near the 
junction of its entrance intc the urethra lies the seminal 
vesicles and Cowpers: glands. Just what effect Cowpers 
glands have upon the act of copulation is not known and 
very little has been done to determine its function. 


It would be impossible for me to consider all diseases 
which are found in this group of organs, so I will mention 
just a few which are apparent to the cattle breeder. It 
may be well to state at this time that much depends upon 
proper diagnosis. Many animals are kept over a long 
period of time and eventually destroyed when treatment 
is of no avail, imposing great cost on the owner. 

Disease of the Testicle or Orchitis 

Orchitis is found in young and old bulis. When a bull 
reaches the breeding age he may be found to be sterile, 
just how infection occurs is not known but it may take 
place during the period of gestation or immediately after 
birth. The pus producing-.organisms are the ones usually 
present and at no time has any case been recorded that 
was caused by the Bacillus of Abortion. (Williams) 


The testicles are very poorly developed, which may 
lead one to believe infection occurred early and was not 
noticed by the owner at the time. They hesitate in the 
act of copulation and in the majority of cases ejaculation 
does not occur. If ejaculation should happen it is well 
to examine the discharged substance to determine whether 
the semen are alive or if any are present. 

In orchitis of adult bulls the same type of inflamma- 
tion is apparently present and the lesions found are those 
characteristically produced by the pus forming organisms. 
It the inflammation should be mild it may not be detected 
by the owner, while in the more severe cases animals will 
lose their appetite, a rise in temperature may occur and 
heat, swelling and pain are found in the region of the 
testicle. When the symptoms are apparent enough to be 
noticed usually abcess formation occurs and if rupture 
does not take place it may be necessary to open it. It is 
always well to remove the involved testicle to prevent 
extension of infection to the other one which would render 
the animal valueless from a breeding standpoint. 

The severity of the infection determines the outcome 
of this condition. Bulls with a low grade inflammation 
of the testicle may remain active for years. The vitality 
of the semen may be sufficient to breed the majority of 
animals bred to this bull or the greater percentage of the 
animals may have to be rebred to another bull before 
service. The actual breeding power of the bull can be 
determined by microscopic examination of the substance 
obtained from the vagina after copulation. This is a 
technical examination and must be done by a trained 
Veterinarian. 

Epididymitis 

Epididymitis is an inflammation of this organ which 
occurs in young and old bulls. The disease usually 
escapes notice in the young calf until the breeding age 
when he is found to be sterile. The actual cause is not 
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known and it has been stated that the Bacillus of Abortion 
produced it, but it has never been definitely shown that 
the Bacillus of Abortion is a pus producing organigm 
when injected into the tissues. (Williams) In some 
cases abcesses may develop, they may rupture or be 
retained becoming surrounded by hard fibrous tissue 
forming an enlargement in this. region. 


The diagnosis of abcess formation in older bulls ig 
comparatively easy. The testicle and epididymis ig jp. 
creased in size and painful on pressure, while in young 
calves all symptoms of this character are absent becauge 
the position of the testicle is not apparent at this time, 
In Epididymitis of older bulls gradual impotency may be 
progressive over a long period of time until finally aj 
cows bred fail ta conceive and must be rebred to another 
herd-sire. These bulls appear amorous but usually hegj- 
tate and have difficulty in the act of copulation. The 
semen should be examined clinically to determine their 
activity. 

The disease is usually grave in character, involving 
both testicles, but should one testicle remain healthy the 
diseased one should be removed with the thought that 
extension of infection may be prevented. 


Seminal Vesicles 

The seminal vesicles occupy a position in the pelvis 
and secrete a mucilagenous substance during the act of 
copulation. The secretions seem to render the semen 
more active and animals suffering from this malady are 
slow to copulate, the volume of the ejaculated substance 
is decreased and the semen lessened in number and 
activity. This conclusion might lead one to believe that 
inflammation of these glands may be associated with 
disease of other organs of this group. 

On rectai examination the glands are _ irregularly 
enlarged with nodular swellings and extreme tenderness 
on pressure. 

The prognosis of this condition is bad. The animals 
may develop instantaneous sterility or it may progress 
over a long period of time decreasing the breeding powers 
of the bull gradually. 

Since the exact cause is not known, the treatment is 
not reliable and the majority of bulls are of no value as 
breeding individuals. 


Nodular Venereal Disease which is found commonly 
among young calves and bulls is an inflammation of the 
mucous membrane lining the sheath and penis. The 
intensity of the inflammation varies greatly in different 
animals, and possibly infection more often occurs during 
the nursing period or immediately afterwards. In animals 
6 weeks to 2 months old small nodules or granules may 
develop in the sheath and on the surface of the penis, 
which will render a roughened and thickened appearance 
to the parts. A muco-pus discharge may be present — 
producing matting of the hairs in the region and staining 
them a fast brown color. 


The actual cause of the disease is not known. Ostertag 
found a pus producing organism present but was unable 
to produce the disease in all domesticated animals which 
are sufferers by inoculation of the germ into the tissues. — 

Nodular Venereal Disease seems prevalent in stables 
where sterility, abortion, calf scours and pneumonia are 
severe, but not encugh research work has been done to 
lead one to believe that it is the direct cause of the 
various conditions which are closely associated with each 
other. 

On examination of the sheath and penis one might find 
few or many nodules which may remain the same size 
until the breeding age. At this time the animal may 
copulate freely until sufficient irritation is produced by 
the act to cause swelling or removal of the surface mucous 
membrane covering the granular areas forming ulcers and 
abrasions with small hemorrhages in the sheath and on 
the surface of the penis. The penis may be greatly 
swollen preventing prostrusion until the disease runs its 
usual course. 

In most cases the prognosis is favorable. While it is 
hardly possible to produce a permanent recovery in adult

fame and won the grand championship. He was also first 

for four of his Get, likewise heading the first prize aged 

herd along with the females, Careme, Tirania, Mechthilde 

and Jewel. The real excitement, however, came in the © 
aged cow class, where Pietertje 2d, who had recently com- 

pleted her phenomenal yearly record of 30,318 lbs., 8 oz. 

milk, was the center of attraction. The judge, a Mr. Stone 

of Pennsylvania, evidently had the courage of his convic- 

tions when he placed Jewel in first position with Pieter- 

tje 2d getting the red ribbon. The press comment on this 

class reported “The sensation of the dairy department of 

the show was made in the division for aged cows with the 

judge placing F. C. Stevens’ Jewel ahead of Dallas B. 

Whipple’s great record making cow, Pietertje 2d. It was 

a disappointment to nearly everybody and a bitter one to 

Mr. Whipple. The judge scored the cattle by card and by 
this method cou'd not fail to place Jewel over her as she 
is almost perfect in conformation, while Pietertje 2d, in 
spite of her wonderful record, cannot score so high. 
Jewel, we understand. was given 97 points. while Pietertje 
2d made onlv 92 including points given in consideration 
of her record. It would have been best, perhans, for the 
judge to have given Pietertie 2d premier place over Jewel, 
an opinion in which Mr. Stevens coincides, but the judge 
was perfectly just under the circumstances in doing what 
he did if he consdered it best. Either way, it is not our 
oninion that he should be hlamed, although Pietertje 2d, 
of all cows, deserves first p'ace in recognition for her in- 
estimable work in the interest of the breed.”

Keeping Faith With the Founders 


HE Holstein-Friesian Association of America, from 
its beginning in 1885, has taken the broad view that 
its duties and obligations toward its members and 
the breed extended far beyond the mere business of main- 
taining a herd book for the registration of pedigrees and 
ownership of pure bred animals. That the founders of 
the Association had no such circumscribed idea is evident 
from Article I of its constitution, which reads as follows: 
x “This Association was organized for the purpose of 
improving the breed of: Holstein-Friesian cattle; ascer- 
tertaining, preserving and disseminating as provided in 
its by-laws all useful information and facts as to their 
pedigrees and desirable qualities and the distinguishing 
characteristics of the best specimens, and preparing, 
publishing and supplying all necessary volumes of the 

Holstein-Friesian Herd Book and generally for promoting 

and securing the best interests of the importers, breed- 

ers and owners of such cattle and thereby the public 
generally.”’ 

Under this broad policy, the Advanced Registry De- 
partment was established at the organization of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America and has since been 
maintained and developed. By demonstrating the superi- 
ority of the Holstein-Friesian cow in production, this de- 
partment has provided the real foundation for the prog- 
ress of the breed through better selection and has made 
possible its present widespread populartiy. While its 
privileges have on occasion been abused in some few 


instances for selfish purposes, these isolated examples by 
ho means condemn the whole system which has been of 
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incalculable benefit to the breed and the public in genera] 

Backed by the proven production of the breed, as 
demonstrated by the Advanced Registry and made known 
to the world at large through the publicity policy of the 
Association, it is perhaps not an overstatement of the 
facts to say that the Holstein-Friesian cow has been the 
greatest single live stock influence in the improvement of 
agriculture in the United States today. 

Another activity of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America has been the development of its Extension De- 
partment. Commencing with the Literary Committee 
operating through the secretary’s office and which did effi- 
cient service in the early days in the preparation of litera- 
ture for general distribution in regard to the various 
points of merit in this breed and in its product and in the 
advertising of these facts through the public press, the 
Extension Department has during the later years been 
largely expanded to embrace a wide range of worthwhile 
activities in the promotion and extension of the industry 
designed to meet present-day conditions. 


This Association during the past ten years has ex- ° 
pended over a million dollars in various forms of exten- 
sion work. We believe this effort should be regarded 
more as an investment than as an expense. While this in 
the aggregate is a large amount, it has not borne heavily 
upon any individual breeder, and every breeder who has 
done business with the association during this period is 
entitled to a feeling of pride in having a direct share in 
this splendid work. 


While points of criticism can be raised as to various 
details of extension expenditure in the past, it must be 
remembered that the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America has been doing a pioneer. work along this line so 
that mistakes as proven by later developments were in- 
evitable. However, as experience has pointed the way, 
the extension program has been developed on a _ sound 
basis and is being carried on in a way that meets the 
approval of an overwhelming majority of the membership. 


It is, of course, impossible to measure definitely the re- 
sults of general promotional work of this nature. Enemies 
of the Association have attempted to arouse resentment 
among the membership for their own selfish purposes by 
the broad claims that the money expended for extension 
effort was worse than wasted and marshalling figures 
comparing prices and the amount of business done by the 
Association during recent years in an effort to make it 
appear that the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
was actually slipping backward and the industry headed 
downward under its leadership. These figures have al- 
ways taken the average prices in business done during the 
war time boom and have attempted to saddle upon the 
Association the responsibility for failure to maintain these 
boom prices during the years of agricultural depression 
following the postwar deflation of agriculture. Such com- 
parisons are manifestly unfair in every particular. No 
power on earth could have maintained the frenzied prices 
of 1918, 1919 and 1920 and it would be just as unreason- 
able to expect that breeders would keep up their registra- 
tions at as nearly 100% of all eligible calves born as was 
the case when there was a market for all of them regard- 
less of real merit, at the prices prevailing in the boom 
period. Only ignorance or maliciousness would prompt 
the argument that this condition resulted from the policies 
pursued by the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 


History shows that successful business concerns are 
not the ones that cease their efforts whenever general 
conditions are unfavorable and we believe the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America could have been criticized 
with far more logic and justice if during the years of de- 
pression it had withdrawn its extension activities. Dur- 
ing its earlier prosperous years, the Association had laid 
aside a handsome reserve fund for the specific purpose of 
carrying it through the lean years that might arrive in 
the future and we think it is a tribute to the management 
of the Association that it could go through that distressing 
period now happily becoming a memory, maintaining its 
activities at the level they did with as small an encroach- 
ment as they made upon the surplus and reserve fund of 
the Association. 


Extension service activities include the assembling of 
facts and information about the breed and its points of 
superiority in booklets and pamphlets for distribution 
through county agents, schools and through an interested 
public generally; direct advertising of the merits of the 
breed and its products in the agricultural and dairy press; 
a publicity service regarding the breed that results in the 
free publication of Holstein material to an amount worth 


























many thousands of dollars annually at space rates; gen- 
eral legislative service that has meant much to the Hol- 
stein breed and the dairy industry in general in the se- 
curing of adequate protective dairy laws and in heading 
off special legislation and ordinances that would have been 
detrimental to the Holstein-Friesian breed particularly; 
maintenance of a special advisory service for breeders 
who have problems in connection with the marketing of 
Holstein milk; maintenance of a junior calf club depart- 
ment that is cooperating most effectively with the various 
state agencies along this line; the maintenance of booth 
exhibits at important fairs and the preparation and distri- 
bution of special material for the use of breeders and local 
clubs to make such displays attractive at local fairs: a 
consistent program of offering added prize money for Hol- 
stein exhibits at the state and sectional fairs that has 
played an important part in the great development of our 
Holstein shows, doubtless one of the most important 
factors in breed advancement today; the coordination of 
the extension activities of the state and local organiza- 
tions of breeders in connection with a direct field service 
that is proving helpful in many ways and is much appre- 
ciated by breeders generally in those sections. 

If the Holstein-Friesian Association of Ame€ca should 
throw into the discard the principles expressed above in 
Article I of its constitution and should discontinue all 
activities except the mere recording of pedigrees, it could 
perform that service for a mere fraction of its present 
scale of fees. The wording of this first article in its con- 
stitution, however, is evident that it was never the inten- 
tion of the founders so to circumscribe the efforts and ac- 
tivities of the Association and the membership upon 
numerous recent occasions has shown in no uncertain 
manner that it believes these purposes should be carried 
out and that it is well satisfied with the way the work is 
now being done. They have shown their entire willing- 
ness to pay a slightly larger fee which does not bear 
heavily upon any one individual in the interest of main- 
taining this efficient work for the advancement of the 
whole industry. We believe it should be a source of pride 
to every member and in fact to every breeder who has 
done business with the Association during this period, to 
feel that he has had a part in making possible the im- 
pressive investment which the Holstein-Friesian industry 
has made during the past ten years in keeping faith with 
‘he founders. We believe as time goes on the wisdom of 
this course will be more and more clearly demonstrated.

UR cover illustration this week shows a string of 
O twenty cows at Yates Farms, Orchard Park, N. Y:, 

that were on year test when this picture was taken 
and that have since completed their records. The twenty 
cows, including two that were run for only 208 days or 
less, and also including a senior yearling, five three-year- 
olds and a four-year-old, have records averaging 952.78 Ibs. 
butter from 23,014 lbs. milk, which is somewhat less than 
the grand average of all the full year records that have 
been completed in the Yates herd. In the picture will 
be found nine cows with records from 1,000 to 1,319 Ibs. 
and eight others from 800 to 988 lbs. 

The cow farthest from the camera in the center of the 
picture is Canary Posch ~Netherland, the famous twice 
1,000-lb. fat producer, with three records from 1,246 to 
1,319 lbs. butter. She has two sons in service in the Yates 
herd.

competition, both as an aged bull and 
as a youngster. He is a son of Count 
Paul Posch, bred at Yates Farms, out 
of one of the first 1,100-lb. cows de- 
veloped on the farms and has himself 
sired a number of high class prize 
winners. His oldest daughters are 
just coming to milk and are making 
creditable records. 

He is assisted by two sons of the 
grand champion, Count Paul Echo 
Posch, one out of the 1,100-lb. cow, 
K. M. D. K. S. Colantha, concerning 
whom we have heard so much; the 
other out of the twice 1,000-lb. fat 
producer, Canary Posch Netherland. 
A younger son of this cow, sired by 
Count Korndyke Posch, is also getting 
limited service. A recent addition 
to the staff of herd sires is Posch 
Sylvius Canary, who was first prize 
aged bull at New York State Fair this 
fall. His dam, a 27-lb. and 880-lb. 
cow, is a granddaughter of Prince 
Colanthus Abbekerk, with a strong 
Posch cross on her dam’s side. His 
sire is a brother to Count Paul Posch 
and is from a 28-lb. four-year-old full 
sister to Prince Colanthus Abbekerk. 
Posch Sylvius Canary is a brother to 
Aaggie Sylvia, National Dairy Show 
grand champion in 1922 and dam of 
the All-American Produce 1927. She 
. was mated back to her own sire, also 
sire of the Yates bull, to produce 
Aaggie Sylvia 3d, the Reserve All- 
American two-year-old 1927, while her 
son, Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, was AIll- 
American three-year-old last year and 
has sired many sensational prize win- 
ners. 

In building his herd Mr. Yates has 
had his share of the troubles that 
come to all breeders who have the 
ambition to build a large and high 
class herd, but these troubles now 
seem pretty much in the background. 
The herd is fully accredited and is 
one of the largest herds in the coun- 
try to enjoy the _ tuberculosis-free 
status. A glance at the well filled 
calf pens and paddocks will suffice 
to prove the absence of any abortion 
or other breeding trouble. Not a 
single blemished udder can be found 
on the farm and in fact one seldom 
sees a herd of this size with so large 
a proportion of big, strong, healthy, 
vigorous animals, so few _ sloping 
rumps and so few poor shaped udders. 

As originally planned the greater 
part of the milk produced at Yates 
Farms, aside from that needed for 
growing the calves, goes to the Lafay- 
ette Hotel in Buffalo and the leading 
hotel of Orchard Park is also supplied 
from the farm. A small retail busi- 
ness Grade A pasteurized milk has 
recently been started in Orchard 
Park to take care of the surplus. 

Mr. Yates takes a great deal of 
pleasure and pride in his farm, 
where he has a beautiful home, but 
his chief interest is in his Holstein 
herd. Hardly a day goes by that he 
cannot be found going through the 
barns, looking over the herd and 
studying the problems that go with 
the maintaining of such an establish- 
ment. He has long been a close stu- 
dent of Holstein type and Holstein 
blood lines and knows very definitel, 





just what he wants. He is a familiar 
figure at gatherings of Holstein 
breeders in his state and many an 
important business or social engage- 
ment has to take second place to a 
good Holstein sale. He does not, 
however, make a practice of buying 
high priced animals in public sales, 
and except on a very few occasions 
has not paid four figure prices for his 
foundation females. He gets about 
his greatest “kick” from seeking out 
promising but undeveloped cows and 
heifers, mostly from Canadian herds 
and mostly animals of his own lines 
of breeding, and bringing them home 
to see what Fred Nichols can do with 
them. Many of the greatest ®ecords 
at Yates Farms have been made on 
animals that were never tested or de- 
veloped before he bought’ them. 
Occasionally he buys a great prize 
winner or a large record cow, but he 
usually prefers to select one that he 
thinks will become a great prize win- 
ner or producer or both, and in a 
good many cases his judgment is 
richly rewarded. 

Last June Mr. Yates was reelected 
for his second term as a director of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America and previous to that had 
served some years as a director of 
his State Association. He has done 
a great deal for the industry espe- 
cially in Western New York by fur- 
nishing herd sires and foundation fe- 
males for a large number of begin- 
ners and small breeders, besides do- 
ing a big business in bulls all over 
the country. By his constructive 
methods he has built up a herd that 
is worth traveling many miles to see 
and one in which the Empire State 
takes no small measure of pride. 





GLANTZ BROTHERS HERD TO BE 
DISPERSED 
Announcement has already been 
made through the World of the com- 
ing dispersal sale of the Glantz 
Brothers herd of Park Rapids, Minne- 
sota. The sale is to take place on 
December 8th at the Minnesota State 
Fair Grounds. The reason for selling 
is to settle the estate of Jacob Glantz, 
one of the owners, who died last 

spring. 

Although not a widely advertised 
herd, the Glantz herd is one of the 
really outstanding herds in the Middle 
West. It has made its mark in the 
show ring and few herds in the en- 
tire country can show as great pro- 
duction. Testing has been carried on 
for a number of years and many 
splendid seven-day and yearly records 
have been produced. Within the past 
month a record of nearly 33,000 
pounds milk was completed. This 
was on the 6-year-old cow, Edendairy 
Ester Beets, whose final figures show 
a production of 32,823.5 pounds milk 
and 1,126 pounds butter. 

A large part of the herd is made up 
of daughters of Count Segis Pontiac 
Pauline, a former herd sire and a son 
of the famous King Segis Pontiac 
Count. One of these, Glantz Posy 
Segis Johanna, a 25.92-lb. junior two- 
year-old, is completing her year with 
well over 1,000 pounds butter. 
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Another is Glantz Grace Pontiae 
Segis, a 27.94-lb. junior two-year-old 
that is finishing her year with well 
over 900 pounds. Two other junior 
two-year-old daughters of this bull 
have over 900 pounds and a fifth one 
has a junior two record of 830 pounds, 
‘Considering the limited number of 
daughters tested, very few sires can 
equal this record. 


The present herd sire is Graham- 
holm Sir Kaan Marie whose dam is 
an 1,100-lb. 4-year-old daughter of 
Dutchland Creamelle Colantha Lad, 
the famous Grahamholm herd sire, 
The sire is Grahamholm Sir Colantha, 
the $7,000 son of Grahamholm Colan- 
tha Segis Maid, world’s champion 305- 
day producer, and also a daughter of 
Dutchland Creamelle Colantha Lad. 
In the herd are seventeen daughters 
of this bull and a.few sons. 

Many of the cows are bred to Sir 
Beauty Segis Pontiac, the junior sire. 
This bull is from Beauty Girl Pontiac 
Segis, the 37-lb. 1,112-lb. three-year- 
old daughter of King Segis Pontiac 


Count. The sire’s dam is also a 1,000- 
lb. daughter of “Count” Segis Lola 
Pontiac. 


The type, alone, of the Glantz herd 
is enough to stamp it as one of the 
choice herds of the country. During 
the past few years the herd was 
shown at a number of fairs including 
the Minnesota State Fair and has al- 
ways given a splendid account of 
itself. One of the outstanding win- 
ners produced at Glantz Farms was 
Prilly Tirania, who was made Grand 
Champion cow at the Minnesota State 
Fair and other shows in 1924. The 
herd was not shown this fall but had 
it been, it would have had to be reck- 
oned with.’ Their aged cow, Heilo 
Fobes Ormsby, is truly a show cow. 
One nationally known judge saw her 
recently and voiced the opinion that 
they would have had trouble beating 
her on the national circuit this year. 
The Glantz 2-year-old, Glantz Grace 
Pontiac Segis, is likewise a hard one 
to beat. She has a 27-lb. junior two 
record and is finishing with over 900 
for the year. 


It is unfortunate that this great 
herd should have to be sold at this 
stage of its development as every- 
thing pointed to a wonderful future. 
However, the sale offers a wonderful 
opportunity for breeders to add _ su- 
perior animals to their herds, at 
prices probably much lower than it 
would cost to breed and develop ani- 
mals of equal caliber.

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“BELLE,” THE TALKING COW, 
PRESCRIBES FOR HERSELF 


There is no little mystery about how 
the cow serves as a milk factory. 
This is sometimes expressed in the 
homely saying, “‘Theré’s nothing on 
earth as dark as the inside of a cow.” 

By means of a mechanical talking 
cow named Belle exhibited by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture at the National Dairy Exposi- 
tion at Memphis this fall, the whole 
process of milk production was ex- 
plained to show that a_ balanced 
ration is necessary in order that milk 
be produced economically. 

“A cow,” said Belle to her owner, 
“makes milk of certain ingredients, 
according to a definite formula. The 
principal ingredients are proteins, 
carbohydrates, fats, minerals, and 
vitamins, and a certain proportion of

each must be fed. If one or more of 
these ingredients are missing in my 
feed, I can not produce much milk, 
because I must have enough for my 
body first and what is left goes for 
milk production. This explains why 
a balanced ration containing these 
elements in the right proportion and 
in sufficient quantity should be fed to 
dairy cows. And another thing, 
notice that the pumping system or 
heart keeps the process moving. A 
milk factory must have a _ strong 
pump, strong purifying system, and 
mixing, breaking, and sifting rooms 
of large capacity to handle large quan- 
tities of feed and make a great deal 
of milk. These things are important, 
but in themselves are not sufficient 
without the inheritance of the neces- 
sary impulse to utilize them to the 
best advantage for milk production.”

bulls the severity of the infection can be abated by the 
adoption of strict hygienic and sanitary measures. 

In calves this method of procedure works miraculously 
and animals raised under this supervision may not show 
signs of Nodular Venereal Disease. While in other in- 
stances due to the surroundings and location it may be 
impossible to eliminate the disease entirely, but its 
presence will not produce any alarming symptoms if such 
methods are adopted and practiced.

NEW ENGLAND STATES HOLSTEIN ASSOCIATION 
HOLDS ANNUAL MEETING ‘ 
The annual meeting and dinner of the New England 
States Holstein-Friesian Association was held Saturday, 
November 10th at Hotel Clinton, Springfield, Massachy- 
setts. 
The principal points of interest in connection with. 
this meeting are as follows: 


1. There were exactly 65 present, representing every 
New England State. 

2. The present officers were unanimously re-elected. 
President,-Professor T. E. Elder, Mt. Hermon, Massacau- 
setts; Secretary, Dr. F. N. Strickland, Providence, R. L; 
Treasurer, A. P. Thorne, Bridgeport, Connecticut; Mrs. 
W. S. Kellogg, Derby, Connecticut, was added to the board 
of Directors. 

3. The principal address of the day was delivered by 
Mr. H. W. Norton, Superintendent of Advanced Registry. 
From the discussion that followed it is expected that herd 
testing in New England will receive considerable impetus 
as a result of Mr. Norton’s address. 


4. Inspirational five minute speeches were made by 
Professor T. E. Elder, President; Judge Frederick M. 
Peasly, Cheshire, Connecticut, National Director; E. J. 
Montogue; Joseph Cart; Professor J. H. Fraudsen; Fred A. 
Lovering and Theo. S. Gold. 

5. Thirty members paid their 1929 dues at the meeting. 

6. The report of the Treasurer indicated a balance of 
$130 in the treasury. 


7. A review of the work of the New England Associa- 
tion during 1928 indicated that every project set up by the 
Board of Directors last spring was carried through to 
completion. These accomplishments are as follows: 


1. Seven bulls were donated and shipped to flood- 
stricken Vermont breeders. 

2. Active assistance was given the “New England 
Homestead” in the publication of a Holstein 
number—featuring Holsteins throughout, and 
carried to fruition on March 24th. 

3. Cooperation was given the Boston and Maine 
Railroad in the operation of a Better Sire Train 
attended by over 20,000 people. 

4. State show herd work resulted in an increase 
from 2 shown last year, to 5 this year, at the 
Eastern States Exposition. 

5. A ruling was secured legalizing the standardiza- 
tion of milk by the addition of cream in Mass- 
achusetts. 

6. Field Days were held in every state except 

Vermont. Y 

One County Holstein Club was organized. 

Cooperation was given the National Secretary’s 

office in securing registrations and transfers 

amounting to over $400.00. 

9. The opportunity to ship a car of bulls to the 
New York Central Sire Train was secured for 
New England breeders—resulting in the ship- 
ment of same on October 24th. 

10. Many buyers were put in touch with breeders— 
the largest sale of the year comprising 100 head 
to one buyer. 


11. Meetings were held in many places to keep 
breeders informed and to provide opportunity to 
discuss problems, conditions, etc. 

12. Holstein Extension Booths were erected and 
maintained at various fairs in New England and 
at the Eastern States Exposition. Many news 
articles were written for papers and advertising 
was carried every other issue. of the “World.”

1. Membership—A membership campaign by mail dur- 
ing January 1929.

A SASKATCHEWAN BREEDER 
WRITES 

We are trying to put Holsteins on 
the map in Western Canada, by im- 
proving our own stock, and making 
exhibits at the different fairs through- 
out the three Provinces. During the 
season just past, we have been fairly 
successful, bringing us into competi- 
tion with herds picked up locally in 
the fair districts, revealing in a 
marked degree the interest taken in 
this splendid breed. Those who are 
in this Hne are taking a pride in the 
development of their stock and carry- 
ing forward or purchasing stock that 
will build up and improve their herds. 

Our own importation of Rock River 
Sir Star Christopher from the Rock 
River Farms of Byron, Illinois, re- 
ferred to in your issue of October 20, 
is but an instance. 


We are in receipt of letters from 
time to time from different parts of 
the United States asking us as to the 
conditions for dairying in Western 
Canada. In our replies we have 
stressed upon the splendid pasturage 
that is to be found in virgin fields and 
also the ease with which legumes 
such as sweet clover and alfalfa may 
be grown. In the northern and cen- 
tral districts there is an abundance 
of shelter in which pea vine and wild 
vetch grows in wonderful profusion 
and these make valuable fvod. 

Of the cultivated fodders corn does 
well, and there are now varieties 
grown suitable and adapted to this 
climate. Sunflowers also materially 
help the ensilage. There are silos up- 
right and trench and pit to be found 
in all parts, all an indication of the 
growth of the dairy industry. Domin- 
ion and Provincial Governments have 
each branches manned with experts, 
who take care of the dairy education 
of the farmers. These working sep- 
arately and conjointly prove of won- 
derful value. 

There are creameries operating in 
different parts of the country, and the 
competition for milk and cream is 
fairly good, at present the price for 
fluid milk is 75 cents per lb. for but- 
terfat, with this running at 3% gives 
a trifle over $2.00 per 100 Ibs. milk. 
We producers still think this too low 
a figure. Yet considering the low 
price at which feed can be produced, 
we may have no fair reason for “kick- 
ing’.

THE SOUTHERN WISCONSIN HOLSTEIN SALE 

The Southern Wisconsin Sale was held on October 30 and 31 at Madison, 
Wisconsin, and was considered a successful event. Forty-seven breeders 
supported the sale with consignments and the ninety-seven head sold brought 
$17,200 or an average of $177.31. This was considered very satisfactory in 
view of the fact that, while a number of real good cows brought good prices, 
the general run of the offerings were of average quality, milking females run- 
ning from $105 up to $360, young heifers from $57 up to $210, and bulls from 
$60 up to $325. The bulk of the milking females were without records them- 
selves and from untested dams, these averaging $184, while eight in milk 
without records but from tested dams averaged $196. Nine cows had short- 
time records and these averaged $225. The prices on the two-year-olds were 
also pleasing, a dozen from untested dams averaging $136, while the bulls sold 
at rather bargain prices in view of quite a large number which were too young 
to bring their real value. Eight bulls from dams with 7-day records averaged 
$165, while four from dams with long-time records averaged $270 and thirteen 
from untested dams averaged $110. The top price of the sale was $360 paid 
for Beachmore Wanda 2d, a five-year-old from the herd of J. F. Kasierski, 
Princeton, Wis. She has a good C. T. A. record and represents well known 
blood lines on both sides of her pedigree being sired by Creator Johanna Segis, 
a grandson of Creator from a 31-lb. daughter of Johanna King Segis, and out 
of a granddaughter of Sir P. O. M. 37th. She was taken by Renwick Burns. 
Meridale, New York. Mr. Burns was the largest buyer in the sale, taking in 
all eighteen head for $3,520. Included in Mr. Burns’ purchases were .several 
others above $300, these including Mechthilde Jetze Korndyke, a good grand- 
daughter of King Pontiac Artis Vale from the Doeringsfeld & Son herd, for 
$325; also a sister to this cow sired by a grandson of Sir P. O. M. 40th for 
$310, and a grand old twelve-year-old cow with a good string of 7-day records 
at $300. The Wisconsin State Board of Control was another good buyer, taking 
eight head for $1,820, including two at $350—Lotty Bess Ormsby, with 30.13 
lbs. in 7 days, a daughter of King Bess 10th and from a good granddaughter 
of Canary Paul Fobes Homestead, and Elmhurst Colantha Wayne De Kol, a 
good two-year-old daughter of Grahamholm Colantha De Kol, a son of Dutch- 
land Creamelle Colantha Lad, and a winner at a number of the good shows of 
1928. J. H. Rakestraw, of Williamsport, Pennsylvania, took a dozen head for 
$2,025, these being mostly around two years old. The top price for bulls was 
$340, paid for a March son of General Homestead Ormsby, who is by the well 
known Dodge County Homestead Boy, the dam being a 27-lb. granddaughter 
of Tritomia Pietertjie Ormsby.

THE NORTHERN WISCONSIN SALE 


Tne second of the sale series held on November 1 and 2 at Chippewa Falls, 
Wisconsin, under the management of James R. Garver of Madison, Wisconsin, 
was also a successful event even though the average was not as high as the 
first sale at Madison the two preceding days.

DAIRY COOPERATIVE ORGANIZA- 
TIONS URGED TO MAINTAIN A 
RESERVE FUND 


An adequate reserve fund to meet 
unforeseen contingencies in the dairy 
industry is an important requisite of 
dairy cooperative marketing organiza- 
tions, Chris L. Christensen, in charge 
of the Division of Cooperative Market- 
ing, U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
told members of the New England 
Milk Producers Association in annual 
meeting at Boston, Mass., October 31. 


“The milk market,’ Mr. Christen- 
sen said, “is always subject to fluctua- 
tions and irregularities which may 
give rise to acute marketing problems 
overnight. These market difficulties 
usually arise under conditions over 
which the management has little if 
any immediate control, and constitute 
pusiness risks which the association 
must be prepared to meet. This can 
be done best through a substantial 
reserve fund for special contingen- 
cies, accumulated by small deductions 
made regularly from sales returns.” 


The remarkable growth and de- 
velopment of the fluid milk marketing 
associations the last ten years, Mr. 
Christensen declared, has produced 
many large scale cooperative market- 
ing organizations comparable in size 
and business activities to the more 
formidable private business corpora- 
tions. Mergers in the dairy field 
have been especially noticeable the 
last year or two, among the more suc- 
cessful corporations with years of ex- 


- perience in the dairy marketing field. 


On January 1, 1928, there were 
listed with the Division of Coopera- 
tive Marketing, 2,479 dairy associa- 
tions with 600,000 members. The busi- 
ness of these associations in 
1927 was $620,000,000. These associa- 
tions handle approximately one-third 
of the creamery butter and cheese 
manufactured in the United States, 
and one-fifth of the fluid milk used for 
household purposes. 

Summarizing his 
Christensen said: 


“Cooperative dairy associations 
must adjust their business operations 
to changing economic conditions in 
the same way that the physical opera- 
tion of a dairy plan must use the 
tested discoveries of the dairy scien- 
tist and equip their factories with 
modern machinery. They should also 
adjust their cooperative business pro- 
cedure to take advantage of the 
practices that have proven the most 
likely to build successful, permanent 
and efficient organizations. 


“Substantial contingency reserves 
are adding greatly to the prestige of 
farmers organizations, not alone 
among their membership, but also in 
the trade. Such funds give to an 
association stability, and a financial 
and credit standing which is’ essen- 
tial to every successful business as- 
sociation; furthermore, a substantial 
reserve is likely to strengthen the 
position of the marketing agency 
when farmers most need assistance 
in the sale of their products. Ex- 
perience has thoroughly demon- 
strated the desirability of coopera- 
tive officials and members giving 
careful attention to this important 
business feature of their marketing 
enterprises.”
